S quare, and within a sto n e ’s thro w of 
th< great hell of Moscow, G rand D uke 
Sergius, uncle and brother-in-law of 
Emperor N icholas and the chief of th e 
reactionaries, 
m et a t e r r i b l e 
death 
shortly before 
3 o ’clock 
p. m. 
T he 
dei i w as com m itted by a single te r ­ 
rorist, who 
threw b eneath 
th e c a r­ 
riage* 
of 
th e 
grand 
duke a 
bomb 
charged with th e sam e high pow er 
explosive 
which 
w rought 
M inister 
von Plehve*» death. 
T he m issile w as 
packed w ith nails 
and frag m en ts of 
Iron and 
its explosion to re 
the im ­ 
perial v ictim ’s hotly 
to g hastly frag ­ 
m ents, w hich strew ed 
th e snow for 
ya rd s around. 
E v ery w indow in th e 
g n a t lofty 
facade of the 
palace of 
ju stice w as sh a tte re d and hits of iron 
w ere im bedded deeply in th e walls of 
th e arsen al, 100 y a rd s aw ay. 
T he assassin belongs to the noted 
“ fighting group” of th e Socialist R ev­ 
olutionary party, which h as rem oved 
o th er 
prom inent 
officials and 
long 
sinee passed senten ce of death upon 
Grand D uke Serigus. 
T he grand duke 
knew that he stood in the shadow of 
death. 
He was the 
recipient of re 
pea ted warnings, and 
elaborate pre 
cautions 
were 
taken 
to Insure 
his 
safety; but all th*» 
resources of the 
gendarm erie, secret 
police 
and sol­ 
diers proved unavailable against an 
atiem pt almost exactly duplicating th e 
procedure that caused 
the death of 
M inister of the Interior von Plehve 
last July. 


The Irony of Fate. 


It w as the irony 
of fa te th a t S er­ 
gius. a :io r taking refuge in his coun­ 
try villa during th<* strike troubles of 
a m onth ago, and later seeking ev en 
more secure shelter in th e palace with­ 
in the K rem lin walls, should be killed 
while proceeding to the governor g en ­ 
e ra l’s palace beyond 
th e walls, and 
w hich he had abandoned to enable the 
police to b etter protect him. 
G rand Duchess Elizabeth, who hns 
been engaged daily in th e ta sk of pre­ 
p arin g 
com forts 
for 
th e sick 
and 
w ounded R ussian soldiers in .Manchu­ 
ria, w as about i<> drive to th e palat e 
to join h e r husband, 
W h en she heard 
oi what, had befallen th e grand duke 
she w as driven in h a ste to the scene 
ot th e tragedy and knelt hat less and 
com less on the bloodstained snow and 
m u rm u red pra y e rs for the w elfare of 
th e soul of h e r slain consort. 
T h e 
scene of th e 
crim e w as 
th e 
great open tria n g le w ithin the K rem ­ 
lin, hounded by th e arsenal tre a su ry 
and c ou rts of justice, in one ang le of 
which is th e N icholas, or little palace, 
w here the grand duke dw«*lt. 
At the 
opposite corner is the Nikolsky gate, 
the **xit to the tow n beyond the ra m ­ 
parts. 
A few m inutes before 
the hell of 
th e gate 
sounded the hou r 
of 3 th e 
equipage oi th e grand duke em erged 
from th e cates of the palace and pro­ 
ceeded, followed by sleighs containing 
se c re t police. 
It 
sw ept a t 
a sm a rt 
pace 
tow ard the 
gate, passing 
th e 
ChaudefT cloister, 
Iv an ’s tow er, th e 
great czar bell and long row s of c a n ­ 
non captured from 
Napoleon in the 
w in ter retreat of 1812. 


T hrew the Fatal Bomb. 


In 
a m inute th e 
carria g e w as 
in 
front of the c ou rts of justice, w here 
the walls 
of the triang le 
approach 
form ing 
a narrow 
e n tra n c e 
to the 
N ikolsky gate. 
T h ere a m an clad in 
w orkm an s 
a ttire 
stepped 
forw ard 
from th e sldew'alk and threw a bom b 
which he had concealed b eneath his 
coat. 
A terrib le 
explosion followed 
and 
a hail of iron 
pelted the 
grim 
stone walls of the arsen al and courts 
of justice. 
A thick cloud of smoke, 
Bnow and debris arose. 
W hen it had 
cleared a ghastly sight w as presented. 
On the snow lay fra g m e n ts of the 
body of G rand D uke Serigus, m ingled 
w ith th e w reck of th e carriage. 
T he 
i gran d d u k e’s head had been torn from 


Ids bodv and reduced to a shapeless 
pulp a n d the tru n k 
and lim bs were 
frightfully m angled. 
A finger bearing 
a rich Heal ring w as found lying sev- 
al y a rd s away.

Th»* horses, dragging the front 
wh* « Is of the carriage, had dashed off 
p ad V ned with pain to sink, dying bo* 
fore they rea« hed the gate. 
T1 e 
sound of

beyond ill«* river. 
A crowd !>«*gan to 
assemble and 
even to handle 
grim 
evideti es of th e tragedy while they 
dfs< ussed

voices. 
Police officials rapidly g a th e r­ 
ed, hut before anythin g could he done 
to w ard collecting th«* scattered frag* 
Burnt» 
«>f the 
body Grand 
Duchess 
E lizabeth drove 
up in an 
open e a r­ 
ring«'. 
She Dm <1 dropped h< r w ork at 
the h e a d q u a rte rs of the Red Cross and 
sp« «1 to the se* ne of the «rime w ithout 
w aitin g to d ea her ou ter w raps. 
She 
broke down entirely at th e sight and 
dropped to h e r knees, sobbing bitterly. 
A fter a few m inutes she w as led aw ay. 
Th« n a stre tc h e r 
was brought and, 
covere«! w ith a plain soldier’s cloak, 
th e rem ains of Sergius w ere born«* to 
th e Choudeff cloister, w here ofl $ iN 
and m em bers of the grand d u k e’s suit'* 
had assembled. 


A ssassin T hrow n to the Ground. 


T he 
a ssassin w as 
thro w n to 
the 
ground and stunned by the force of 
th«* explosion; but he quickly aro se 
and ran tow ard th«* gat«*, a tte m p tin g to 
escape. 
His 
hast«* 
and th«* 
blood 
stre a m in g from his face w here he had 
been wounded 
by fragments 
of the 
bomb, attracted the attention of a ser­ 
geant of police, who seized him before 
h*‘ could draw his revolver. 
T he man 
did not deny his crime, but, on the con­ 
trary , gloried in its success. 
H e ex- 
prossed his satisfaction that he had 
bee® able to kill tin* grand duke w ith ­ 
out 
involving 
the 
latt«*r’s 
innocent 
wife. 
He avow ed his m em bership in 
th«* Social R evolutionary organization, 
but refused to gave his nam e, and at 
th e jail his papers w ere found to he 
forged. 
T he revolver with which th e a s s a s ­ 
sin w as arm«*d w as an autom atic m ag a ­ 
zine pistol 
of the som e type 
as the 
w eapon em ployed by H ohenthal, the 
assa ssin 
of Socisalon Soininen, 
th«> 
p ro cu rato r 
general 
of Finland, 
at 
H elsingfors on Feb. 6. 
H is injuries 
a re not serious. 
T h e grand d uk e’s 
coachm an, who 
was badly injured, w as rem oved to a 
hospital. 
I^atc at night he w as still 
living. 
T he 
new s of 
the tragedy 
spread 
rapidly to every quarter of the city, 
aided by extra editions of all th e news­ 
papers which 
app« ared with 
deep 
black borders. 


Created D eepest Excitem ent. 
Theatrical 
performances 
and 
all 
forms of social observances were tm* 
mediately 
abandoned 
and

were ordered to remain closed until 
further notice. 
The affair created the 
deepest excitem ent, 
Im m ense crowds

Moscow, Feb. 18.— Within the walls 
of the far-famed Kremlin palace, and 
almost underneath the historic tower 
from which [van the T errib le watched 
the heads of his enemies 
falling be­ 
neath 
th e axe on 
the fam ous 
Red 
Square, and within a sto n e’s throw of 
the m o a t hell of Moscow. Grand Duke 
Sergius, uncle and brother-in-law of 
E m p e ro r Nicholas and the chief of the 
reactionaries, 
met a terrible 
death 
shortly before 
8 o’clock 
p. rn. 
The 
deed was committed by a single te r­ 
rorist. who 
threw beneath 
tho car­ 
riage 
of 
the 
grand 
duke a 
bomb 
charged with the same high power 
explosive 
which 
wrought 
Minister 
von Plelive’s death. 
The missile was 
packed with nails 
and fra g m e n ts of 
Iron and 
its explosion tore 
the im 
perial victim's body 
to ghastly frag­ 
ments, which strewed 
th e snow for 
yards around. 
Every window in the 
great lofty 
facade of the 
palace of 
justice w as shattered and hits of iron 
were imbedded deeply in th e walls of 
the arsenal, IOO yards away. 
T he assassin belongs to th e noted 
“ fighting group” of the Socialist Rev­ 
olutionary party, which h a s removed 
other 
prom inent 
officials and 
long 
since passed sentence of de a th upon 
Grand Duke Serigus. 
T he grand duke 
knew that he stood in the shadow of 
death. 
H e was the 
recipient of re­ 
peated warnings, and 
elaborate pre­ 
cautions 
were 
taken 
to insure 
his 
safety; but all the 
resources of the 
gendarm erie, secret police 
and sol­ 
diers proved unavailable against an 
a tte m p t almost exactly duplicating tho 
procedure th at caused 
th e death of 
Minister of the Interior von Plehve 
last July. 


The Irony of Fate. 


It w as the irony 
of fate th at Ser­ 
gius, a fte r taking refuge in his coun­ 
try villa during the strike troubles of 
a m onth ago, and later seeking even 
m ore secure shelter iii the palace with­ 
in the Kremlin walls, should be killed 
while proceeding to the governor gen­ 
e ra l’s palace beyond 
the walls, and 
which he had abandoned to enable the 
police to better protect him. 
Grand Duchess Elizabeth, who has 
been engaged daily in tin' t a s k of pre­ 
paring: 
comforts 
for 
th e sick 
and 
wounded Russian soldiers iii Manchu­ 
ria. w a s about to drive to th e palace 
to join her husband. 
W h e n she heard 
of w h a t had befallen th e grand duke 
she was driven in haste to the scene 
of the tragedy and knelt hatless and 
coatless on the bloodstained snow and 
m u rm u re d prayers for th e welfare of 
the soul of h e r slain consort. 
The 
scene of the 
crime was 
the 
great open triangle within the Krem­ 
lin, hounded by the arsenal treasury 
and co u rts of justice, in one angle of 
which is the Nicholas, or little palace, 
where th e grand duke dwelt. 
At the 
opposite corner is the Nikolsky gate, 
the exit to the town beyond the ram ­ 
parts. 
A few minutes before 
the bell of 
th e g ate 
sounded the h o u r 
of 3 the 
equipage of the grand d uk e emerged 
from th e gates of the palace and pro­ 
ceeded, followed by sleighs containing 
secret police. 
It 
swept a t 
a sm art 
pace 
tow ard the 
gate, passing 
the 
Chaudetf cloister, 
Iv an ’s tower, the 
great czar bell and long rows of can­ 
non cap tu red from 
Napoleon in the 
w in ter retreat of 1812. 


Threw the Fatal Bomb. 


In 
a m inute the 
carriag e was 
in 
front of the courts of justice, where 
the’ walls 
of the triangle 
approach 
forming 
a narrow 
e n tra n c e 
to the 
Nikolsky gate. 
T here a m a n clad in 
w o r k m a n ’s 
attire 
stepped 
forward 
from th e sidewalk and th r e w a bomb 
which he had concealed beneath his 
coat. 
A terrible 
explosion followed 
ami 
a hail of iron 
pelted the 
grim 
stone walls of the arsenal and courts 
ot justice. 
A thick cloud of smoke, 
snow and debris arose. 
W hen it had 
cleared a ghastly sight w as presented. 
On the snow lay fra g m e n ts of the 
body of Grand Duke Serigus, mingled 
with th e wreck of the carriage. 
The 
grand d u k e ’s head had been torn from 


his body and reduced to a shapeless 
pulp and the trunk 
and limbs were 
frightfully mangled. 
A finger hearing 
rich seal ring was found lying sev­ 
eral y a rd s away. 
The 
crim son tint 
and sickening 
smell of blood 
were 
everywhere. 
Only a few' fragm ents of 
cloth indicated that the body had been 
once clothed. 
The coach m an 
lay moaning 
with 
pain beside a deep hole in the pave­ 
ment. 
T h e horses, dragging the front 
wheels of the carriage, had dashed off 
m addened with pain to sink, dying ho* 
fore they reached the gate. 
The 
sound of 
the explosion 
was 
heard throughout tile 
city and even 
beyond th e river. 
A crowd began to 
assem ble and 
even to h an d le 
grim 
evidences of tile tragedy while they 
discussed 
the 
affair in 
a w e s tr u c k 
voices. 
Police officials rapidly gather­ 
ed, but before anything could be done 
toward collecting the scattered frag­ 
m ents 
of the 
body Grand 
Duchess 
Elizabeth drove 
up in an 
open car­ 
riage. 
She had dropped hen* work at. 
the- h e a d q u a rte rs of the Red Cross and 
sped to tin? scene of the c rim e without 
waiting to don her outer wraps. 
She 
broke down entirely at th e sight and 
dropped to her knees, sobbing bitterly. 
After a few minutes she w a s led away. 
Then a stretcher 
was brought and, 
covered with a plain soldier’s cloak, 
the re m a in s of Sergius were borne to 
the Choudoff cloister, w h e re offi^ lls 
and m e m b e rs of the grand d u k e ’s suite 
had assembled. 


Assassin Thrown to the Ground. 


T he 
assassin was 
th ro w n to 
the 
ground and shinned by th e force of 
the explosion; lait he quickly arose 
and ran tow ard the gate', atte m p tin g to 
escape. 
H is 
haste 
and the 
blood 
stre a m in g from his face w here he had 
been wounded 
by fra g m e n ts 
of the 
bomb, attra c te d the a tten tio n of a ser­ 
geant of police, who seized him before 
he could draw his revolver. 
Tho man 
did not deny his crime, but, on the con­ 
trary, gloried in its success. 
He ex­ 
pressed his satisfaction th a t he had 
been able to kill the grand duke with­ 
out 
involving 
the 
l a tt e r ’s 
innocent 
wife. 
H e avowed his m em bership in 
the Social Revolutionary organization, 
but refused to gave his name, and at 
the jail his papers were found to be 
forged. 
T h e revolver with which the assa s­ 
sin was arm ed was an au to m atic m a g a ­ 
zine pistol 
of the sa m e type 
as the 
weapon employed by Hohenthal, the 
assassin 
of Sooisalon Soininen, 
the 
procurator 
general 
of Finland, 
at 
Helsingfors on Feb. 6. 
His injuries 
are not serious. 
T h e g ra nd duke's 
coachm an, who 
was badly injured, was removed to a 
hospital. 
Late .st night he wras still 
living. 
T h e 
n e w s of 
the' tra g e d y 
spread 
rapidly to every q u a rte r of the city, 
aided by e x tra editions of all the news­ 
papers 
w h i c h 
appeared 
with 
deep 
black borders. 


Created Deepest Excitement. 


T h e a tric al 
perform ances 
and 
all 
forms of social observances were im­ 
m ediately 
abandoned 
an d 
theaters 
were ordered to remain closed until 
f u rth e r notice. 
The affair created the' 
deepest excitement. 
Im m e n se crowds 
gathered in the vicinity of the Krem ­ 
lin, w h e re some factions began an a t­ 
tack on students and o th e r represen­ 
tatives of the Liberal m ovem ent, while 
others eagerly 
grasped and 
read a 
revolutionary proclamation which had 
ap p eared as if by magic. 
Ro th re a t­ 
ening 
b ecam e 
the a ttitu d e 
of 
the 
crow-d that the authorities felt obliged 
to order the Kremlin cleared and the 
gates 
locked. 
The gates 
remained 
closed all night, obliging pedestrians 
and 
carriages 
to 
t a k e 
roundabout 
routes in stead of short cuts through 
the Kl end in precincts. 
T h e police measures to preserve or­ 
der h ave so far proved effective, and 
the city is reported perfectly quiet. 
E a rly accounts of th e 
tragedy a t­ 
tributed tile crime to th re e men in a 
sliegh, hut later it was developed th a t 
tho th ree men were police agents ap ­ 
pointed to guard the grand duke. 
Shortly 
after

assem bled In the chapel, w'here a sol­ 
emn requiem was celebrated.

feet of the tragedy, some claiming that 
the killing 
of a m e m b e r of the 
im ­ 
perial family may cause Nicholas IL 
to revive a period of reaction, but this 
opinion is not generally shared. 
T he death of Grand Duke Sergius 
just at the time 
w hen the 
forces of 
liberalism 
were 
again 
in the 
su ­ 
p rem acy and when the summ oning of 
the zemsky zahor was actually a s s u r ­ 
ed, m eets with universal disapproba­ 
tion of the extreme Socialists, who de­ 
nounce the crime equally as much as 
do tile Liberals and Conservatives. 
According to a high a u t h o r i t y t h e 
decision had been already taken offi­ 
cially to summon tho zemsky zahor on 
Fob. 22. 
P rin c e Shirinskl Schamathoff, who 
had an audience with Em peror Nicho­ 
las at the TsarsUoe Solo during the 
day, was frankly told by the em peror 
that the zemsky zahor would he elect­ 
ed under a class franchise by the no­ 
bles, clergy, m e rc h a n ts and peasants, 
hut th at all the deputies would sit to ­ 
g e th er; and the com m ittee of minis­

Naws Brought to the Czar. 


T h e wew's of the tragic death of his 
uncle was

great shock. 
Bv tho em p ero r’s direc­ 
tion tile m embers of the imperial fa m ­ 
ily who were at T sa rsk o e Scio in con­ 
nection with the visit of Brince Fred­ 
erick Leopold of Prussia, were im m e ­ 
diately 
summoned 
to 
the 
chapel, 
w h e r e a requiem was held. 
A stat*' 
requiem, 
at which 
m em bers 
of th e 
diplomatic corps will l)g present, will 
be held during th e day. 
T h e funeral a rra n g e m e n ts have n o t 
yet been 
m ade; hut iii 
accordance 
wit ti tradition it probably will lie on an 
imnosing scale. 
T h e body will probably lie in sta te 
several days in the Church of tile As­ 
cension 
in the Kremlin, 
where E m ­ 
peror Nicholas was crowned. T hence it 
will lie brought to St. Petersburg and 
placed in the Romanoff mausoleum in 
the great cathedral of St. Peter and 
St. Paul, inside th e fortreiA 
T h e tragedy is th e sole topic of co n ­ 
versation at the clubs and hotels. 
T h e story is going th e rounds that 
G rand Duke Sergius himself a t the 
last moment, finding the tide a gainst 
him, was won over to the plan of s u m ­ 
m oning the zem sky zahor and that he 
sent a messenger to E m peror Nicholas 
outlining ins views as to the com posi­ 
tion of the body. 
It is added that the 
m essen g er arrived at almost the sam* 
tim e that the bom b 
was thrown iii 
Moscow. 
According to Sergius’ plan 
it w as proposed 
that each province 
should have six re p resen tativ es in tin 
convention, two of each class, the no­ 
bility, the m e rc h a n ts 
and tho peas 
ants. 
All the the a te rs a re closed and tin 
period of court m o u rn in g will put an 
end to th*' little gaiety which so far 
has m arked the so* ial season at tho 
Russian capital.

Mop cow, Feb. 18.—Within the walls 
of the far-famed Kreinlin palace, and 
almost underneath the historic tower 
from which Ivan the Terrible watched 
the heads of his enemies falling be­ 
neath the axe on the famous Red 
Square, and within a stone’s throw of 
the great hell of Moscow, Grand Duke 
Sergius, uncle and brother-in-law of 
Emperor Nicholas and the chief of the 
reactionaries, met a terrible death 
shortly before 3 o’clock p. m. The 
deed was committed by a single ter­ 
rorist. who threw beneath the car­ 
riage of the grand duke a bond) 
charged with the same high power 
explosive which wrought Minister 
von Plehve’s death. The missile was 
packed with nails and fragments of 
iron and its explosion tore the im­ 
perial victim’s body to ghastly frag 
ments, which strewed the snow for 
yards around. Every window in the 
great lofty facade of the palace of 
justice was shattered and hits of iron 
were imbedded deeply in the walls of 
the arsenal, 100 yards away. 
The assassin belongs to the noted 
“fighting group” of the Socialist. Rev­ 
olutionary party, which has removed 
other prominent officials and long 
since passed sentence of death upon 
Grand Duke Serigus. The grand duke 
knew that he stood in the shadow of 
death. He was the recipient of re­ 
peated warnings, and elaborate pre­ 
cautions were taken to insure his 
safety; hut all the resources of the 
gendarmerie, secret police and sol 
diers proved unavailable against an 
attempt almost exactly duplicating the 
procedure that caused the death of 
Minister of the Interior von Plehve 
last July. 


The Irony of Fate. 
It was the irony of fate that Ser­ 
gius, after taking refuge in his coun­ 
try villa during the strike troubles of 
a month ago, and later seeking even 
more secure shelter in the palace with­ 
in the Kremlin walls, should he killed 
while proceeding to the governor gen­ 
eral's palace beyond the walls, and 
which he had abandoned to enable the 
police to better protect him. 
Grand Duchess Elizabeth, who has 
been engaged daily in the task of pre­ 
paring comforts for the sick and 
wounded Russian soldiers in Manchu­ 
ria, was about to drive to the palace 
to join her husband. When she heard 
of what had befallen the grand duke 
she was driven in haste to the scene 
of the tragedy and knelt hat less and 
coat less on the bloodstained snow and 
murmured prayers for the welfare of 
the soul of her slain consort. 
The scene of the crime was the 
great open triangle within the Krem­ 
lin, hounded by the arsenal treasury 
and courts of justice, in one angle of 
which is the Nicholas, or little palace, 
where the grand duke dwelt. At the 
opposite corner is the Nikolsky gate, 
the exit to the town beyond the ram­ 
parts. 
A few minutes before the bell of 
the gate sounded the hour of 3 the 
equipage of the grand duke emerged 
from the gates of the palace and pro­ 
ceeded, followed by sleighs containing 
secret police. It swept at a smart 
pace toward the gate, passing the 
Chaudeff cloister, Ivan’s tower, the 
great czar bell and long rows of can­ 
non captured from Napoleon in the 
winter retreat of 1312. 


Threw the Fatal Bomb. 
In a minute the carriage was in 
front of the courts of justice, where 
the walls of the triangle approach 
forming a narrow entrance to the 
Nikolsky gate. There a man clad in 
workman's attire stepped forward 
from the sidewalk and threw a bomb 
which he had concealed beneath his 
coat. A terrible explosion followed 
anti a hail of iron pelted the grim 
sfone walls of the arsenal and courts 
of justice. A thick cloud of smoke, 
snow and debris arose. When it had 
cleared a ghastly sight was presented. 
On the snow lay fragments of the 
body of Grand Duke Serigus, mingled 
with the wreck of the carriage. The 
grand duke’s head had been torn from 


Ms body and reduced to a shapeless 
pulp and the trunk and limbs were 
frightfully mangled. A finger hearing 
a rich seal ring was found lying sev­ 
eral yards away. The crimson tint 
and sickening smell of blood were 
everywhere. Only a few' fragments ot 
eloth indicated that the body had been 
once clothed. 
The coachman lay moaning with 
pain beside a deep hole in the pave­ 
ment. The horses, dragging the front 
whe els of the carriage, had dashed off 
maddened with pain to sink, dying be­ 
fore they reached the gate. 
The sound of the explosion was 
heard throughout the city and even 
beyond the river. A crowd began to 
assemble and even to handle grim 
evidences of the tragedy while they 
discussed the affair in awestruck 
voices. Police officials rapidly gather­ 
ed, hut before anything could be done 
toward collecting the scattered frag­ 
ments of the body Grand Duchess 
Elizabeth drove up in an open car­ 
riage. She had dropped her work at 
the headquarters of the Red Cross and 
sped to the scene of the crime without 
waiting to don her outer wraps. She 
broke down entirely at the sight, and 
dropped to her knees, sobbing bitterly. 
After a few minutes she was led away. 
Then a stretcher was brought and, 
covered with a plain soldie r’s cloak, 
the remains of Sergius were borne to 
the Choudeff cloister, where offijJDls 
and members of the grand duke’s suite 
had assembled. 


Assassin Thrown to the Ground. 
The assassin was thrown to the 
ground and sfunned hv the force of 
the explosion; hut he quickly arose 
and ran toward the gate, attempting to 
escape. His haste and the blood 
streaming from his face where he had 
been wounded by fragments of the 
bomb, attracted the attention of a ser­ 
geant of police, who seized him before 
In* could draw his revolver. The man 
did not deny his crime, hut, on the con­ 
trary, gloried in its success. He ex­ 
pressed his satisfaction that he had 
been able to kill the grand duke with­ 
out involving the latter’s innocent 
wife. He avowed his membership in 
the Social Revolutionary organization, 
but refused to gave his name, and at 
the jail his papers were found to he 
forged. 
The revolver with which the assas­ 
sin was armed was an automatic maga­ 
zine pistol of the same type as the 
weapon employed by Hohenthal, the 
assassin of Socisalon Soininen, the 
procurator general of Finland, at 
Helsingfors on Feb. 6. His injuries 
are not serious. 
The grand duke’s coachman, who 
was badly Injured, was removed to a 
hospital. Late at night he was still 
living. 
The news of the tragedy spread 
rapidly to every quarter of the city, 
aided by extra editions of all the news­ 
papers which appeared with deep 
black borders. 


Created Deepest Excitement. 
Theatrical performances and all 
forms of social observances were im­ 
mediately abandoned and theaters 
were ordered to remain closed until 
further notice. The affair created the 
deepest excitement. Immense crowds 
gathered in the vicinity of the Krem­ 
lin, where some factions began an at­ 
tack on students and other represen­ 
tatives of the Liberal movement, while 
others eagerly grasped and read a 
revolutionary proclamation which had 
appeared as if by magic. So threat­ 
ening became the attitude of the 
crowd ihat. the1 authorities felt obliged 
to order the Kremlin cleared and the 
gates locked. The gates remained 
closed all night, obliging pedestrians 
and carriages to take roundabout 
routes instead of short cuts through 
the Klondin precincts. 
The police measures to preserve or­ 
der have so far proved effective, and 
the city is reported perfectly quiet. 
Early accounts of the tragedy at­ 
tributed the crime to three men in a 
sllegh, hut later it was developed that 
the three men were police agents ap­ 
pointed to guard the grand duke. 
Shortly after the murder Grand 
Duchess Elizabeth, the two adopted 
children of Grand Duke Sergius, his 
staff officials and immediate servants 
assembled in the chapel, where a sol­ 
emn requiem was celebrated. There 
was another service in the evening. A 
military guard of honor kept ward 
during the night. 


A DIRECT CHALLENGE 


feet of the tragedy, some claiming that 
the kilting of a member of the im­ 
perial family may cause Nicholas II. 
to revive a period of reaction, but this 
opinion is not generally shared. 
The death of Grand Duke Sergius 
just at tiie time when the forces of 
liberalism were again in the su­ 
premacy and when the summoning of 
the zemsky zabor was actually assur­ 
ed, meets with universal disapproba­ 
tion of the extreme Socialists, who de­ 
nounce the crime equally as much as 
do the Liberals and Conservatives. 
Affording to a high authority the 
decision had been already taken offi­ 
cially to summon the zemsky zabor on 
Feb. 22. 
Prince Shirinskl Schamnthoff. who 
had on audience with Emperor Nicho­ 
las at the Tsarskoe Selo during the 
day, was frankly told by the emperor 
that the zemsky zabor would he elect­ 
ed under a class franchise by the no­ 
bles, clergy, merchants and peasants, 
hut that all the deputies would sit to­ 
gether; and the committee of minis­ 
ters was during the day charged by 
the emperor with the appointment of 
a committee to work up the details of 
the electoral machinery. 


Nftws Brought to the Czar. 
The Mews of the tragic death of his 
uncle was brought to tlie emperor 
while lie was giving an audience to 
General Gripenberg, and caused him a 
great shock. By the emperor’s direc­ 
tion the members of the imperial fam­ 
ily who were at Tsarskoe Selo in con­ 
nection with the visit of Prince Fred­ 
erick Leopold of Prussia, were imme­ 
diately summoned to the chapel, 
where a requiem was held. A state 
requiem, at which members of the 
diplomatic corps w'ill l>e present, will 
be held during the day. 
The funeral arrangements have not 
yet been made; but in accordance 
with tradition it probably will he on an 
imnosing scale. 
The body will probably lie in state 
several days in the Church of the As­ 
cension in the Kremlin, where Em­ 
peror Nicholas was crowned. Thence it 
will he brought to St. Petersburg and 
placed in the Romanoff mausoleum in 
the great cathedral of St. Peter and 
St. Paul, inside t he fort re ^ 
The tragedy is the sole lopic of con­ 
versation at the clubs and hotels. 
The story is going the rounds that 
Grand Duke Sergius himself at the 
last moment, finding the tide against 
him. was won over to the plan of sum­ 
moning the zemsky zabor and that, he 
sent a messenger to Emperor Nicholas 
outlining his views as to the composi­ 
tion of the body. It is added that the 
messenger arrived at almost the same 
time that the bomb was thrown in 
Moscow. According to Sergius’ plan 
it was proposed that each province 
should have six representatives in the 
convention, two of each class, the no­ 
bility, the merchants and the peas­ 
ants. 
All the theaters are closed and ttie 
period of court mourning will put an 
end to the little gaiety which so far 
has marked the social season at the 
Russian capital.

Laments the Tragic Death of Grand 
Duke Sergius. 
St. Petersburg, Fob. 18.—Emperor 
Nicholas has issued a manifesto stat­ 
ing that a heavy sorrow has fallen up­ 
on the imperial house in the lamented 
death of his uncle, Grand Duke Ser­ 
gius, in the forty-eighth year of his 
age.‘‘lie was stricken down,” the mani­ 
festo says, ‘‘by the ruthless hand of an 
assassin, who aimed at his life, so dear 
to us. Mourning in him an uncle and 
friend whose whole life of activity and 
care was always devoted to the service 
of our house and fatherland, we have 
firm confidence that all our subjects 
will share and sympathize in our sor­ 
row and will unite their heartfelt 
prayer with our own for the repose of 
the soul of the departed.”

Strike Is Spreading. 
St. Petersburg, Feb. 18.—The strike 
is extending. About 2,400 employes of 
the Nevsky thread works joined in tin* 
movement at night. The strikers now 
total about 30,000. The temper of the 
men is more threatening and Cossacks 
and other troops have again been 
drafted into the city. The police are 
arresting the ringleaders. The em­ 
ployers regard the situation as criti­ 
cal. 


Large Parties Reported Making Their 
Way Northward. 
Harbin, Feb. 18. The Japanese at­ 
tack on the bridge across the Sian riv­ 
er and on Fantziatun were intended to 
cover a movement of considerable 
bodies of Japanese troops and Chinese 
bandits across Mongolia. Large par­ 
ties were discovered at Fynshu pass 
making their way northward toward 
Harbin.

Kansas’ d< 
sire for an oil refinery of its own wu 
realized during tin* day when Governoi 
Hoeh signed the hill appropriating 
$200,000 for the erection and mainten­ 
ance of a state plant, which wu 
passed for the avowed purpose of fight 
ing the Standard Oil company. In re­ 
turning the law to the legislature after 
affixing his signature thereto, Govern­ 
or Hoeh sent with it a lengthy message 
In which he touched on the general 
question of trusts. 
‘‘No greater question,” said he ‘‘con­ 
fronts the Ameritan people than the 
control of these great aggregations of 
capital. We are all groping in the 
dark, hut we will get out Into the light 
after a while. This Kansas contribu­ 
tion to the solving of this great prob­ 
lem. may or may not be a wise one, 
but it Is at least an honest and cour­ 
ageous one " 
Governor Hoeh said that the pres 
ent legislation was not an attempt to 
drive the Standard Oil company from 
the state nor to deprive it of its 
rights, ‘‘it is not an attempt to estab­ 
lish a monopoly, but an attempt to 
compel a monopoly already existing 
to be decent.” 
He said that when normal condi 
tions were again restored, the state 
would he glad to withdraw from the 
business of refining oil and leave it in 
the hands of the private competitors, 
"where it legitimately belongs.” 


Urges Further Legislation. 
_ Governor Hoeh urged_ the_.legisla­ 


ture to go further and adopt other re­ 
strictive legislation to prevent 
the 
manipulation of railroad rates by tin* 
Standard nil company. 
Governor Hoeh reviewed the Kan­ 
sas oil situation at length, speaking of 
the fact that thousands of her citi­ 
zens, encouraged by the Sandard Oil 
company’s offers of remunerative 
prices for the crude product, had in­ 
vested 11) ir hard obtained savings in 
these fields. 
“At the hL'li tide of this prosperity.” 
save he, “this 
i reat corporation, in 
harmony with its ta tics elsewhere, 
commenced a systematic absorption 
of this vast \vt alt It, which threatens to 
bankrupt the country’s private inves­ 
tor and to depr< ciato and destroy the 
honest ( fforts of all tin* people for tHo 
upbuilding of that part of the state.

night and the losses reported by the oe 
cupants, as well as J. K. Pearce, who 
owns the building, will exceed those of 
the fire last summer. 
It is estimated 
that the loss last night will reach near 
ly £9,000, in round numbers, £8,000. 
The (ire was first discovered at about 
7 o’clock, when the alarm was turned in, 
and when the department arrived smoke 
was pouring out of the basement w in­ 
dows under the Henry Moberg saloon 
on the corner and, in fact, from 
under 
all tTTe~sTores. 
It was but a Hhort time 
before the tire had eaten its way into 
the walls of the building and it being a 
brick veneered structure it was ex­ 
tremely difficult for the firemen to get 
at the real source. 
The firemen, how­ 
ever, did excellent service and the won­ 
der was this morning, when the build­ 
ing was inspected by daylight, that the 
whole was not reduced to ashes. 
J. W. Stepp was the last known per­ 
son to have gone into the basement. 
Me went down to attend to the furnace 
about 6:30 or 6:15 o'clock and at that 
time there was not a sign of smoke or 
tire. 
A t 7 o’clock the whole basement 
seemed to be ablaze. 
The stores in the 
building had all been closed and the oc­ 
cupants had gone to their various homes 
except the saloon of Henry Moberg on 
the corner. 
Mr. Moberg, in the twink­ 
ling of an eye, was obligod to vacate the 
building, for it filled up with smoke so 
rapidly that no time was had to carry 
anything out. 
Every room and store in the building 
was occupied and as soon as the alarm 
was turned in there was a scramble to 
get out. 
Some of those on the second 
floor had hardly any time to get out and 
no one saved anything at all. 
Those who will suffer the severest 
losses are those who occupied rooms on 
the second floor, as very little or no in­ 
surance was carried. 
It was not long after the fire depart 
ment arrived before they had the fire 
virtually under control but great tor­ 
rents of water had to be poured into the 
building in order to quench the seeth­ 
ing flames which were working them ­ 
selves in between the brick and the 
wails. 
By 9 o’clock the fire was all out 
hovy* er, but at that hour it was diffii- 
cu«v to determine the exact loss for the 
lights had been cut out and little could 
be told of the havoc that had been play­ 
ed by the use of a large amount of water 
and to what extent the various stocks of 
goods had been damaged by smoke.

They lost heavily, as the 
suite of rooms they were in were quite 
nicely furnished. 
It is estimated their 
loss will reach from $500 to £800 and 
they carried no insurance.

For the second time in 
year tho Pearce block was gutted last 
night and tho losses reported by the oc­ 
cupants, as well as J. K. Pearce, who 
owns the building, will exceed those of 
the tire last summer. 
It is estimated 
that the loss last night will reach near­ 
ly $9,000, in round numbers, $8,900. 
The fire was first discovered at about 
7 o’clock, when the alarm was turned in, 
and when the departm ent arrived smoke 
was pouring out of the basement win­ 
dows under the Henry Moberg saloon 
on the corner and, in fact, from under 
all tTuTstores. 
It was but ii Short time 
before the tire had eaten its way into 
the walls of the building and it being a 
brick veneered structure it was ex­ 
tremely difficult for the firemen to get 
at the real source. The firemen, how­ 
ever, did Excellent service and the won­ 
der was this morning, when the build­ 
ing was inspected by daylight, that tho 
whole was not reduced to ashes. 
J. W. Stepp was the last known per­ 
son to have gone into tho basement. 
He went down to attend to the furnace 
about 6:30 or 6:45 o’clock and at that 
time there was not a sign of smoke or 
tire. At 7 o’clock the whole basement 
seemed to be ablaze. 
The stores in the 
building had all been closed and the oc­ 
cupants had gone to their various homes 
except the saloon of Henry Moberg on 
the corner. 
Mr. Moberg, in the twink­ 
ling of an eye, was obliged to vacate the 
building, for it filled up with smoke so 
rapidly th a t no time was had to carry 
anything out. 
Every room and store in the building 
was occupied and as soon as the alarm 
was turned in there was a scramble to 
get out. 
Some of those on the second 
floor had hardly any time to get out and 
no one saved anything at all. 
Those who will suffer the severest 
losses are those who occupied rooms on 
the second floor, as very little or no in­ 
surance was carried. 
It was not long after the fire depart­ 
ment arrived before they had the fire 
virtually under control but great to r­ 
rents of water had to be poured into the 
building in order to quench the seeth­ 
ing flames which were working them ­ 
selves in between tho brick and the 
walls. 
By 9 o’clock the fire was all out 
h o w l er, but at th at hour it wasdiffii- 
cuk to determine the exact loss for the 
lights had been cut out and little could 
be told of the havoc th a t had been play­ 
ed by the use of a large am ount of water 
and to what extent the various stocks of 
goods had been damaged by smoke.

It is estimated th a t the damage on 
the building will reach $3,000 and it may 
run over this amount. 
Mr. Pearce c a r­ 
ried an aggregate of $4,100 on the build­ 
ing so th at the loss is fully covered. 
Tho greatest damage to tho building is 
from water, tile walls and ceilings in 
most instances being soaked. The sec­ 
ond floor is even more badly damaged 
than the first floor. 
I t was only last sum m er that this 
building was damaged by fire bef ire and 
tho loss was approximately about the 
same as that caused by the tiro last 
night. 
Mr. Pearce had made many im ­ 
provements since the fire last summer, 
however, with the result that it was in 
pretty good shape up to last night. 


T E N A N T S A R E H E A V Y 
LOS ER S. 


The tenants or roomers on the second 
floor of the building are heavy losers, 
some of them having sustained losses in 
the fire last summer also. 
Mrs. Stella 
Woods, who occupied the rooms up 
stairs on the corner over the Moberg 
saloon is extremely unfortunate. 
It is 
thought that her loss will be at least 
$500 and she has not a cents worth of 
insurance. 
Her furnature throughout 
was badly damaged and she and her 
children barely escaped with their lives. 
| They did not save any of their wearing 
apparel and it is an extremely unfortu­ 
nate case. 
Mrs. J. M. Canfield and Mrs. II. G. 
M cGarry occupied rooms on the second 
floor also. They lost heavily, as the 
suite of rooms they were in were quite 
nicely furnished. 
I t is estimated their 
loss will reach from $500 to $800 and 
they carried no insurance. 
Mr. and Mrs. Jam es O’Connell lost 
all they had, a lot of new furniture and 
wearing apparel. 
They did not carry 
any insurance and their loss will ap­ 
proximate $500. 
Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Peterson, who had 
rooms over the Pearce millinery store, 
are also heavy losers and tho total loss 
it is thought will reach $800. They had 
no insurance. 
Mr. and Mrs. J. VV. Steppe were more 
fortunate than any of the tenants in the 
building. The fire being more at tho 
east end of the building than the west 
they escaped the deluge that followed 
after the alarm had been turned in. Mr. 
Steppe had placed insurance on his fur­ 
niture, so he is protected. His loss will 
bo about $50. 
Mrs. J. K. Pearce’s stock of millinery 
was badly damaged and it is thought 
th a t the loss will aggregate about $1,200 
or $1,500, but she is fully covered by in­ 
surance, having $1,500 in the R. G. Val- 
lentyno agency on the stock and $500 in 
the Henry I. Cohen agency. 
F. J. Murphy and W. S. Orne were 
again badly scorched. 
These gentle­ 
men have been extremely unfortunate, 
this making the th ird fire they have 
been in within about a year. F. J. M ur­ 
phy carried about $800 on his plumbing 
stock and it is estim ated that his loss 
will reach $500. 
The W. S. Orne stock 
of machines, etc., was damaged to the 
extent of ab o u t$.‘100. 
Mr. Orne carried 
but $150 insurance. 
The Henry Moberg saloon on the cor­ 
ner looked like a cyclone had struck it. 
H ere the greatest damage is from water 
and smoke. 
He carries $1,500 on the 
stock and fixtures and it is thought 
th a t his loss will be about $1,000.

For the second time in less than a 
year the Pearce block was gutted last 
night and tho losses reported by the oc­ 
cupants, as well as J. K. Pearce, who 
owns the building, will exceed those of 
the tiro last summer. It is estimated 
that the loss last night will reach near­ 
ly 89,000, in round numbers, 88,900. 
Tho fire was first discovered at about 
7 o’clock, when the alarm was turned in, 
and when the department arrived smoke 
was pouring out of the basement win­ 
dows under the Henry Moberg saloon 
on the corner and, in fact, from under 
all tire's to res. It was but ft Short time 
before the tire had eaten its way into 
the walls of the building and it being a 
brick veneered structure it was ex­ 
tremely difficult for the firemen to get 
at the real source. The firemen, how­ 
ever, did éxcellent service and the won­ 
der was this morning, when the build­ 
ing was inspected by daylight, that the 
whole was not reduced to ashes. 
J. W. Stepp was the last known per­ 
son to have gone into the basement. 
He went down to attend to the furnace 
about 6:30 or 6:45 o’clock and at that 
time there was not a sign of smoke or 
tire. At 7 o'clock the whole basement 
seemed to be ablaze. The stores in the 
building had all been closed and the oc­ 
cupants had gone to their various homes 
except the saloon of Henry Moberg on 
the corner. Mr. Moberg, in the twink­ 
ling of an eye, was obliged to vacate the 
building, for it filled up with smoke so 
rapidly that no time was had to carry 
anything out. 
Every room and store in the building 
was occupied and as soon as the alarm 
was turned in there was a scramble to 
get out. Some of those on the second 
floor had hardly any time to get out and 
no one saved anything at all. 
Those who will suffer the severest 
losses are those who occupied rooms on 
the second floor, as very little or no in­ 
surance was carried. 
It was not long after the fire depart­ 
ment arrived before they had the fire 
virtually under control but great tor­ 
rents of water had to be poured into the 
building in order to quench the seeth­ 
ing flames which were working them­ 
selves in between tho brick and the 
walls. By 9 o’clock the tire was all out 
howler, but at that hour it wasdiffii- 
cuti, to determine the exact loss for the 
lights had been cut out and little could 
be told of the havoc that had been play­ 
ed by the use of a large amount of water 
and to what extent the various stocks of 
goods had been damaged by smoke. 


DAMAGE TO BUILDING. 
It is estimated that the damage on 
the building will reach 83,000 and it may 
run over this amount. Mr. Pearce car­ 
ried an aggregate of 84,100 on the build­ 
ing so that the loss is fully covered. 
The greatest damage to the building is 
from water, the walls and ceilings in 
most instances being soaked. The sec­ 
ond floor is even more badly damaged 
than the first floor. 
It was only last summer that this 
building was damaged by tire before and 
tho loss was approximately about the 
same as that caused by the tire last 
night. Mr. Pearce had made many im­ 
provements since the tire last summer, 
however, with the result that it was in 
pretty good shape up to last night. 


T EN A N TS ARE HEAVY LOSERS. 
The tenants or roomers on the second 
floor of the building are heavy losers, 
some of them having sustained losses in 
the tire last summer also. Mrs. Stella 
Woods, who occupied the rooms up 
stairs on the corner over the Moberg 
saloon is extremely unfortunate. It is 
thought that her loss will be at least 
8500 and she has not a cents worth of 
insurance. Her furnature throughout 
was badly damaged and she and her 
children barely escaped with their lives. 
They did not save any of their wearing 
apparel and it is an extremely unfortu­ 
nate case. 
Mrs. J. M. Canfield and Mrs. H. G. 
McGarry occupied rooms on the second 
floor also. They lost heavily, as the 
suite of rooms they were in were quite 
nicely furnished. 
It is estimated their 
loss will reach from 8500 to 8800 and 
they carried no insurance. 
Mr. and Mrs. James O’Connell lost 
all they had, a lot of new furniture and 
wearing apparel. They did not carry 
any insurance and their loss will ap­ 
proximate $500. 
Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Peterson, who had 
rooms over the Pearce millinery store, 
are also heavy losers and the total loss 
it is thought will reach $800. They had 
no insurance. 
Mr. and Mrs. J. \V. Steppe were more 
fortunate than any of the tenants in the 
building. The fire being more at tho 
east end of the building than the west 
they escaped the deluge that followed 
after the alarm had been turned in. Mr. 
Steppe had placed insurance on his fur­ 
niture, so he is protected. His loss will 
be about $50. 
Mrs. J. K. Pearce's stock of millinery 
was badly damaged and it is thought 
that the loss will aggregate about $1,200 
or 81,500, but she is fully covered by in­ 
surance, having 81,500 in the R. G. Val- 
lentyne agency on the stock and $500 in 
the Henry I. Cohen agency. 
F. J. Murphy and W. S. Orne were 
again badly scorched. 
These gentle­ 
men have been extremely unfortunate, 
this making the third fire they have 
been in within about a year. F. J. Mur­ 
phy carried about $800 on his plumbing 
stock and it is estimated that his loss 
will reach $500. The W. S. Orne stock 
of machines, etc., was damaged to the 
extent of about8300. Mr. Orno carried 
but 8150 insurance. 
The Henry Moberg saloon on the cor­ 
ner looked like a cyclone had struck it 
Here the greatest damage is from water 
and smoke. He carries $1,500 on the 
stock and fixtures and it is thought 
that his loss will be about $1,000.

Tho bomb was exploded in the sen­ 
ate when Senator Colcord Insisted on 
calling up his resolution requesting an 
investigation of the charges contained 
in the governor’s message which was

to the senate 
and returned

that body on Wednesday. 
Senator Caldwell delivered a speech 
which was rampant with charges of 
illegal 
practices 
against 
Governor 
White 
and Governor-Elect 
Dawson. 
T he resolution as it now stands con­ 
tains this provision: 
“ Senators Marshall, 
Maginnis and 
Caid* rninn were constituted an investi- 
ga*ing committee to probe corruption 
charm - made on the floor of the sen­ 
ate in newspaper reports 
and w h at­ 
ever nia\ be gathered from the four 
winds. ’ 
Senator 
Caldwell, 
In making 
his 
charges on tim floor, 
said that Gov­ 
ernor White 
was guilty 
of dividing 
with the secretary of stato the fees of 
the latter oflice in consequence of tho 
appoint intuit. 
Governor-Elect I)awson 
Is the present incumbent. 
Senator Caldwell also said a letter 
ha<l been sent. out from New York by 
a Charleston attorney offering to se­ 
cure a reduction of tax on foreign cor­ 
porations in return for support. 
He 
said that Dawson and White were the 
authors of the letter. 
All these charges with those of a l­ 
leged bribery of senators in connec­ 
tion with pending legislation will all 
come im dc I the scope of the investi­ 
gating committee.

Memorial t o . Congress on Bankruptcy 
Act Causes the Debate. 
An innocent appearing memorial by 
Senator Poller asking congress to re­ 
peal 
the national 
bankruptcy 
act, 
threw 
the 
dignified 
senate into 
a 
wordy spasm. 
Evidently som e of the 
senators believed the 
act itself was 
under consideration, from th e fervor 
of their utterances. 
In the midst of the discussion Sena­ 
tor Daniel Shell, who rarely speaks, 
got the floor and provoked consider­ 
able m e rrim e n t by saying: 
“ I th ink we had better let congress 
attend to this m atter.” 
Senator Albert Schaller thought the 
memorial 
was hastily prepared 
and 
should 
not 
pass. 
Other 
senators 
spoke both for and against the m eas­ 
ure, but the upshot "was that the me­ 
morial was recommended to pass, al­ 
though a large number of the senators 
opposed the measure. 
Senator A. ll. Cole introduced a bill 
which places the 
insurance commis­ 
sioner’s office on a fee basis. 
Under 
the provisions of the bill, that official 
will receive a straight salary of $5,000 
per an n u m and be placed under bonds 
of $25,000. 
T h e salary of the deputy 
is $2,000; actuary, $2,000; chief clerk, 
$1,500, and one clerk, 
$900. 
All the 
fees will bo turned into the state treas­ 
ury. 
Ten dollars per day will be paid 
for the examination of in suran ce com­ 
panies and 
actual expenses 
In the 
case of tow nship mutual companies. 
Senator W. W. Dunn’s bill for the 
appointment of a commission to report 
on the advisability of establishing a 
state hospital 
for indigent 
and crip­ 
pled children, was passed. 
Under a bill by Senator E. IL Colles- 
ter. in cities of 5,000 and over, propo­ 
sitions for c h arter a m e n d m e n ts must 
be published once in an official paper 
ten days prior to an election.

Following ni’i.rly two hours of par­ 
liamentary tac Les, in which the Put* 
nam followers, known as the minority, 
showed consum m ate 
skill, with 
mo­ 
tions, counter motions 
and a heavy 
line of debate, 
the Horton 
bill was 
adopted and then amended out of all 
resemblance to its original shape. 
The provision for a resident super­ 
intendent, at a salary of $3,000 a year, 
was stricken out. 
Two years was placed as the time 
limit for control by the commission 
and, after that date, the building must 
be turned over to the governor. 
The proviso was also added that, if 
the building should be completed be­ 
fore the two years’ limit, then th e gov­ 
ernor should assum e control. 
The annual appropriation for m ain­ 
tenance was cut from $’>0,000 to $UV 
000. 
The 
original 
figure asked 
by 
Senator Horton was $75,000. 
As a concluding feature, an am end­ 
ment placed the purchase of all needed 
supplies for the new building in the 
hands of the hoard of control. 
General orders for the day carried 
two eapitol control bills—the Horton 
hill, 
giving 
the eapitol 
commission 
complete control, and the 
Mork hill, 
creating a new commission, with the 
governor shorn of all power. 


The Vote on the Mork Bill. 


A 
vote was 
taken direct 
on the 
Mork bill, which named a commission 
to he composed of the heads of the 
various 
state departments.

was 
lost by a vote of 5<> to 50. 
A motion to substitute the Horton 
measure for the Mork hill was offered 
and the house adopted it by a vote of 
to 39. 
Here the am endm ents followed, and 
at the finish, the Horton bill cam e out 
frightfully 
mutilated. 
The 
am end­ 
ments came thick and fast and these 
were each voted on in turn and passed. 
While the Horton bill was adopted 
by the house, the fight over who shall 
bo the custodian is by no m eans over. 
The Putnam compromise hill is still 
on the table and may yet be taken up. 
The vending of milk will lie a profit - 
able industry if a hill introduced in the 
house by Representative 
M. L. Fos- 
seen of Hennepin county becomes law. 
Under the term s of the Fosseen bill , 
the standard m easure for milk is re­ 
duced from a gallon of 282 cubic inches 
to one of 221 cubic inches.

appropriation to

state Horticultural society, to aid in 
the printing and distribution of the 
reports and bulletins, by a hill offered 
by R epresentative 
W. W. 
Bardwell, 
Minneapolis, is fixed at $3,000. 
The new naval reserve is accommo­ 
dated with an appropriation of $8,500, 
in a hill introduced by Representative 
N. F. Hugo, Duluth. 
Representative J. A. Gates offered a 
hill g i v i n g villages the 
right to re­ 
quire by ordinance the m aintenance of 
flagmen and general safety devices at 
dangerous railroad crossings.

Memorial to.Congress on Bankruptcy 
A^t Causes the Debate. 
An innocent appearing memorial by 
Senator ('oiler asking congress to re­ 
p o t 
the national 
bankruptcy 
act, 
threw 
the 
dignified 
senate into 
a 
wordy spasm. 
Evidently some of the 
senators believed the 
act itself was 
under consideration, from the fervor 
of their utterances. 
In the m idst of ihe discussion Sena­ 
tor Daniel Shell, who rarely speaks, 
got the floor and provoked consider­ 
able m errim ent by saying: 
"I think we had better let congress 
attend to this m atter.” 
Senator Albert Schaller thought the 
memorial 
was hastily prepared 
and 
should 
not 
pass. 
Other 
senators 
spoke both for and against the meas­ 
ure, but the upshot was that the me- 
morial was recommended to pass, al­ 
though a large number of the senators 
opposed the measure. 
Senator A. U. Cole introduced a hill 
which places the 
insurance commis­ 
sioner’s office on a fee basis. 
Under 
the provisions of the bill, that official 
will receive a straight salary of $5,000 
per annum and he placed under bonds 
of $23,000. 
The salary of the deputy 
is $2,000; actuary, $2,000; chief clerk, 
$1,500, and one clerk, 
$900. 
All the 
fees will be turned into the state treas 
ury. 
Ten dollars per day will be paid 
for the examination of insurance corn 
panics and 
actual expenses 
in the 
case of township mutual companies. 
Senator W. W. Dunn’s hill for the 
appointment of a commission to report 
on the advisability of establishing a 
state hospital 
for indigent 
and crip­ 
pled children, was passed. 
Under a bill by Senator E. B. Colles- 
ter, in cities of 5,000 and over, propo­ 
sitions for charter am endm ents must 
he published once in an official paper 
ten days prior to an election.
